Deere & Company's most familiar bicycle production era is that 
of the early 1970s; however, the company first endeavored in bicycle 
sales during the “great bicycle craze” of the 1890s. During this early 
period, branch houses marketed bicycles from approximately 1894 
to 1900. These early bicycles, many with wood rims, are a holy grail 
for today's serious John Deere collectors. Very few examples still ex- 
ist. Deere & Co. archives has a very nice example of one of these very 


early bicycles.

More commonly, the 1970s 
era bicycles marketed by John 
Deere readily find there way into 
collections. For a period of ар- 
proximately tour years, from 1972 
to 1976. Deere & Co. once again 
marketed bicycles to their custom 
ers—this time, not so much armed 
toward the general public, but 
toward а new customer group. the 
consumer market. This customer 
group had created à whole new 
division at Deere & Company 
referred to as the Commercial 
and Consumer Equipment group 

In 1963, with the introduc 
tion of the 110 lawn and garden 
tractor, Deere was now stepping 
outside the ag and industrial 
markets. From 1963 through t 
the 1980s, many consumer related 
products like garden tools, BBQs 
and even snowmobiles were ай 
aimed at this market segment. 

In 1972, Deere & Со found 
two manufacturers of bicycles, 
operating in Taiwan, toproduce a 
line of bicycles that would bear the 
company name and logos. Offered 
in five different colors (green, 
white, blue. black and vellow 
the bicycles were designed for 
all ages. А bovs and girls version 
were offered with a s 
seat and curved handlebars 

Men's and women’s styles 
were offered in both thmw and 
five speed versions, and a men's 
10 speed road bike rounded out 
the line. Distinctive lego place 
ments could be found on the front 

andlebar covers and 
even the pedals 

Some of the more difficult to 
acquire versions today include the 
blue bicycles and the kids banana 
se xdels. № vou think of how 
young boys treated thei bicycles, 
you can maybe imagine why the 
bovs model with black banana 
seat is one of the less common ones 
to find in really nice condition.
